made his annual fiscal statement. 
There was much discussion on the 


complicated sugar changes arising out 
of the tariff reductions due to the 
West Indies agreement was largely of 
a technical character. 

The debate was continued through- 
out the day by F. B. Carvell (Carle- 
ton), Dr. Edwards (Frontenac), Hon, 
Mr. Oliver (Edmonton), and Hon, Mr, 
White, minister of finance, who clos- 
ed the discussion with a short speech 
in which he replied to the criticisms 
of the opposition. 

The minister, while agreeing 
a revision of the tariff some time soon 
would be necessary on account of 
the large surplus, thought there should 
not be reductions in the tariff at once,

He said that the big revenue would 
be required to cover necessary expend- 
iture In connection with the proper 
development of the country. 

Mr. Oliver and Mr. Carvell both 
contended that the time had come 
when some relief should be given in 
the reduction of taxation. The lat- 
ter declared himself to be absolutely 


in favor of an increase in the British 
preference and the placing on the free 
list of al) fodstuffs which are allowed 
to enter the United States free. 

Mr. Oliver was equally strong in 
his demand that something should be 
done to meet conditions arising out 
of the high cost of living. He be- 
Neved that there was some connection 
between the abounding surpluses and 
oxisting conditions and he declared 
that it is the duty of the government 
to ascertain what relation one bears 
towards the other, 

Dr. Edwards was strongly in fa- 
vor of the continuance of the protec- 
tionist principle both for the manu- 
facturer and consumer. He said that 
the market for the farmer is the 
home market and that Canada would 
not enjoy continued prosperity if the 
tarif€- was reduced,
